Overseer Vollva Holds a Rival Mat-

Chicago, April 20.—Before an audi- 


ence ot about 2,000 persons In Zlon 
tabernacle. John Alexander Dowle. hla 
Tolce strained to Us utmost capacity, 
charged bis ' traducers. If any were 
present, to rise to their feet and make 
their accusations 
before tho whole 


congregation. Tbe followers ot Vollva, 
the new leader of Zlon. however, were 
at that moment attending a rival meet- 
Ing set for the same hour at the Zlon 
college building, a quarter of a mile 
distant There live thousand ot tue 
city's Inhabitants were gathered to- 
gether with the famous choir, now di- 
vested of Its ecclesiastical garb, and 
the Zlon band orchestra. Those who 
listened to the wotds of Dowle were 
for the most part visitors from other 
towns, brought In by the hundreds by 
the electric cars and railroad trains. 
Dowle was borne bodily by two stal- 
wart negroes from an aute-ioom up 
the stairs to the platform and deposit- 
ed upon his feet before the elaborate 
prayer altar. He was attired In an 
apostolic robe ot white and gold and 
purple which he had never worn before 
in public. Upon his head was a tur- 
ban of marvelous pattern embroidered 
in purple and gold. He delivered his 
address and sermon seated before the 
altar. Only occasionally when roused 
to an unusual pitch of earnestness did 
he rise to his feet. Mrs. Dowle, who 
has severed her allegiance with the 
Vollva faction, sat In a wicker chair 
among Dowle's followers in the con- 
gregation. 


Doctor Dowle prefaced his sermon 


by a spirited denial of the charges 
that have been brought against him. 
in the course of which he exhibited 
much-of the fiery ' Impatience which 
marked his discourses In times past. 
"They say I've taken 
the people's 


money, do they?" he shouted. Answers 
of "Yes" and "No" came from different 
parts of the audience. A man In the 
rear, more persistent man others, was 
singled out, Dowle saying: "Let that 
man stand up and give his name. Let 
him tell what money I took and when." 
With all eyes focused on him the man 
shrank In his seat. A guard was or- 
dered to compel him to stand, but he 
stood In shame-faced silence. Then It 
was that Dowic rose to his feet and de- 
manded that any of those present who 
had anything to charge against him 
to do so then and there. With tears In 
his eyes he described the sorrow he 
felt upon receiving tbe news while in 
Mexico of the revolt among his peo- 
ple. 
He declared that he could not 


sleep until he bad learned the worst, 
and that his cup nf grief was full when 
he found that hl<< wife and son had 
deserted him. Then he paid a tribute 
to Mrs. Dowie. saying she had been

Paris, April 30—In a speech deliver-

Philippine Corporation Act 


Washington. April 30.—The Philip- 


pine commission has just enacted a 
corporation law patterned after the 
corporation acts generally in force in 
the United States. Up to the present 
time, the only law under which capital 
could Incorporate In the Philippine 
Islands was the old Spanish code of 
commerce. 
The 
provisions of this 


code, in so far as they relate to the 
organization of miRlness corporations, 
according to the Philippine official, arc 
archaele and HI adapted to the needs 
of modern commerce as conducted by 
English speaking people. 
They are 


repealed by the new law, and persons 
wishing to invent capital In the Philip- 
pines can now do so under legal pro- 
visions framed 
in accordance with 


common law principles.

San Francisco, April 30.—Officials of 


the municipality were highly elated 
upon finding the contents of the muni- 
cipal treasury intact The vaults wero 
located In a section of the city ball 
that escaped the flre. and when an ex- 
pert opened the doors he found gold, 
silver and certificates scattered over 
the floor, but there was nothing miss- 
ing. The vault contained $r>.hOU.UOU In 
coin and currency, $.300,000 In securi- 
ties of the German Savings bank and 
112,000,000 of unsold city bonds. 


Plans for solving the tremendous 


financial problems that confront tne 
city began today to assume tangible 
form. 
At a meeting at which were 


present James D. I'heUn. chairman of 
tho finance committee, and some noted 
lawyers and bankers, a plan was 
broached for financing the city, which 
it Is hoped, will meet with the en- 
dorsement of the general committee. 
It being estimated that the city has 
suffered a loss of at least J200.000.UUU 
by flre, it is conceded that there is not 
sufficient money in San Francisco to 
reconstruct the city and that the peo- 
ple here must look elsewhere for funds 
to rehabilitate their 
destroyed for- 


tunes. Mr. Phelan claimed that if this 
money la borrowed through ordinary 
channels the rate of Interest will add 
a burden to necessarily increased tax 
atlon that will be too heavy to bear. 
The plan of Mr. Phelan is to frame 
legislation to present to congress ask- 
ing the United States to endorse the 
proposed bonds of San Francisco.

Acting Secretary Oliver of thw 
war department pointed out that it 
was never contemplated that the ap- 
propriation should be spent by the citi- 
zens of San Francisco. The money, 
according to the 
resolution of con- 


gress, was to be expended by the war 
department. was to reimburse that de- 
partment for rations, tents, blankets, 
etc., belonging to the army which were 
rushed to San Francisco and also to 
purchase other relief stores.

There are sonic peo- 
ple who do not know au occasion when 
It bumps Into them. There an; others 
who can recognize it a mile off and 
who chase it down and make It their 
own. Fuuston Is one of these others. 
He Is a little, sawed off Kausau, red 
beaded and a fighter. He Is about the 
same age as Mayor Schmltz and. like 
him, has been a Kloudlker. Likewise, 
General Fred has l>eeu a schoolteacher. 
a reporter, a Cuban revolutionist and u 
soldier In the Philippines. He fought 
with Maceo for "Cuba Libre" before 
tbe blowing up of the Maine Induced 
Uncle Sam to get Into the game. Wheu 
war was declared between this country 
and Spain, Fuuston returned home and 
was made colonel of a Kansas regi- 
ment tl'.at went to the Philippines.
